FILIPINOS MANIFESTED GREAT 


INTEREST IN SCHEME. 


Left Apparently Well Pleased and Will 


Return to Rebel Lines and Report 
to Aguinaldo—A Number of Skir- 
mishes Reported 
From Different 


^Parts of Islands—At Marquin, Col- 


, 
orado Volunteers Had a Brush With 
the Enemy, Whom They Dispersed 
With a Severe Loss-Rebels En. 
gaged in Building. Trenches. 
Manila, May23—[Special]—The Fili- 


pino commissioners and the civilain mem- 
bers of thfi American commission 'held 
an eight hour conference today. 


A full discussion of the details of Mc- 


Kinley's plan of government for the 
islands was had. 


The Filipino commissioners manifested 


#reat interest in the' scheme and left 
apparently-well pleased and will return 
to the rebel ' lines and will report to 
Aguinaldo tomorrow. . Meanwhile 
a 


number of skirmishes with the rebels is 
reported from different parts of the 
island. 


At Marquin, the Colorado volunteers 


liad a brush with the enemy whom they 
dispersed with a severe loss. 
One Col- 


orado volunteer was wounded. 


At Santa Eita, Bell's scouts met a 


small force of rebels and drove them to 
the north after a brief fight. Three ol 
the scouts were wounded. 


For some days past, the rebels 
„. 


San Pedro Macati have been engaged in 
building new trenches. Today a de- 
tachment from the Twelfth infantry anc 
from the Idaho volunteers dashed oul 
from their lines and drove the insurg- 
ents away after a fierce fight. Two 
Americans were killed and two wounded 
The insurgents' loss was heavy. 


Manila, May 23.—Prof. Schurman, 


head of the United States Philippine 
commission, has submitted the follow- 
ing written propositions to the Fili- 
pinos: 


"While the final decision as to the 


form of government is in the hands of 
the congress, the president, under his 
military powers, pending the action 
of congress, stands ready' to "offer' the 
following form of government: 


"A governor general to be appointed 


by the president; a cabinet to be ap- 
pointed, by the governor general; all 
the judges to be appointed by the pres 
ident; the heads of departments and 
judges to be eitner Americans or Pili- 
.pinos, or both; and also a general ad 
vlsory council, its members to be. chos- 
en by the people by a form of suffrage 
to be hereafter 
carefully determined 


upon.

"The president-earnestly desires that 


bloodshed cease and that the people ot 
the t-liilippines at an early date enjoy 
the largest measure of self-government 4*1 


tion of Secretary Alger for the home- 
coming of the volunteer troops now rn 
the Philippines. It is proposed to give 
them every comfort possible, both on 
the voyage from Manila and after their 
arrival In this country. Reports from 
Gen. Otis indicate that there will be 
nearly 2,500 sick to leave the islands. 


It is very probable that many of 


these men will be convalescent before 
arrival at San Francisco. 
As far as 


possible the hospital ships! will be used 
•to bring home the more seriously ill 
and badly wounded. 


Nearly all the troops will be brought 


:o San Francisco, and Secretary Algei 
las directed Gen. Shatter at that place 
to fully prepare a model camp for their 
reception.' 


It has not yet been determined if the 


troops will all be mustered out at San 
Francisco. It will be left to them'-to 
decide. It is considered to the advan- 
tage of the men to t>e mustered out at 
point of arrival, as the soldiers will be 
entitled to the amount of -their trans- 
portation from that place to their 
homes. At least two of the regiments 
will not go to San Francisco. It is 
proposed -to send the Oregon volunteers 
to Vancouver and the. Washington reg- 
iment to Seattle, Wash.

That the state board of dental exam- 


iners, -who met in annual session in 
Janesville this month, had no right to 
refuse n license to practice dentisty to 
Peter T. Diamond, was yesterday an- 
nounced by Judge Sutherland of Mil- 
waukee, in the suit of the state of Wis- 
consin ex rel. Peter Diamond, against S. 
Bichter et al. 
• 


Diamond applied for a license to prac- 


tice in the state of Wisconsin and pre- 
sented the feo and a diploma from the 
Chicago College of Dental Surgery. His 
application was refused and he brought 
mandamus proceedings to compel the 
board to license him. The board had 
hitherto recognized the Chicago college, 
but latterly has refused .unless .the col- 
lege will incorporate 'certain branches of 
study.

himself is quite evident, as yesterday 
morning he called on several friends and 
bid them good-bye. Thev supposed he 
meant to leave the city for a short visit. 


Soon after this he went home, .un- 


dressed himself, and putting on his 
night robes, lay on his bed and shot 
himself through the head, the. bullet en- 
tering near the right temple,

Suicide of S. B. Strong 


Chippewa Falls, Wig., May 23— S. B. 


Strong, an old resident, while suffering 
from Bright's disease and melancholia, 
put an end to his life this afternoon by a 
shot in the right temple from a revolver.

Otis has again refused Aguinal- 


do's request for an armistice, made on 
the pretense o£ giving aim time to 
learn the desires of his people. 
The 


campaign will continue against 
the 


rebels until they are driven out or 
rounded up as prisoners. 


There will 'be no recognition of Ag-' 


uinaldo or his claim to represent the 
people of the islands. 
Unconditional 


surrender Is the only proposition be- 
fore him. If he chooses to surrender 
and join with the other natives in try- 
ing to show Gen. Otis the Filipino ca- 
pacity for sharing in the rsponsibility 
of government, he may help In estab- 
lishing local government, subordinate 
to the authority o£ the governor-gen- 
eral, and he may help to demonstrate 
that there are natives qualified to serve 
as judges and counselors and heads of 
departments.

position of the state board is defective in 
two vital particulars. In the first place 
it assumes that the state board in' and of 
itself has a right to determine what shall 
constitute a reputable dental college. 
And in the next place it assumes that 
the state board has a right to say that 
certain branches of study are essential 
to reputability as practically applied by 
the board of SYisconsin. In my judg- 
ment neither of these positions can be 
successfully maintained by the board.

IN ROCK COUNTY. 


Mrs. Delia L. Cheever Passed Away 


At Delavan—Seven-Year Old Son 
Of Henry Gibbons Meets With Ac 
cident That Proves, Fatal—Change 
in the Road Work System. 
Clinton, May 23--G. L. Douglass, a 


pioneer resident of Bock county, and a 
man held in high esteem by those who 
knew him, died at his home in this -vill- 
age Tuesday, May 16, 1899.

was born at Gomord, Brio county, New 
York, Agust 4, 1820, and was therefore 
in the 79th year of his age at the time 
of his death.

in 1863, died about one year ago.

. years ago he suffered a stroke of paraly- 
eis which resulted in total blindness and 
left him in a feeble condition. He leaves 
one son and three daughters, the young- 
est Miss Angie Douglass, remaining at 
home and caring for him -in his declin- 
ing years.

Black Horse, a Kaw. Indian,, -was 


bin-let! alive near Homing Post, Osage 
Nation, Oklsjioma, recently, because, 
getting drunk, he failed to attend his 
own wedding. Seven men are "in jail 
at Homing Post, charged 
with, the 


crime. The leader of the gang, Frank 
Johnson, a white who married an In- 
dian, admits the crime, but is Ignorant 
of the fact that tbey can be punished 
for it. He said that Black Horse had 
deceived an innocent girl and should 
be punished. 


Many years ago Black Horse, then a 


handsome young buck, met Miss Thula 
Bigheart, the daughter o£ ex-Chief Big- 
heart of the Osage nation. They loved 
each other fondly and became engaged. 
After that Miss Bigheart went away to 
Washington to school. In the mean- 
time she forgot her Indian lover,' and 
when she returned last fall to her home 
there was Black Horse to greet her, 
but for him she had no fond words. 
However, as she had promised to ba 
his bride, the date was set and great 
preparations were made. 
The cere- 


mony was to be held at the home of 
Frank Johnson, a relative of Miss Big- 
heart. 
Black Horse knew she did not 


love him as of old, but said nothing. 
The 100 guests assembled at the home 


' of Johnson and made ready for the 


feast. The bride looked a trifle pale in 
her white satin gown. As is the cus- 
tom, 
Black Horse was not to come till 


9 o'clock, but when that hour arrived 
he did not show up; neither did he 
come an hour or two hours later. Miss 


- Bighe'art finally became discouraged 


and invited the guests to be seated at 
the feast. 


After they had all gone, each one ex- 


pressing regrets and surprise, at the 
missing bridegroom's action, the In- 
dian maiden called aside her three 
brothers—Bill, Joe and Aleck; the three 
Johnson boys—Joe, Henry and Si; and 
her foster uncle, Frank Johnson. 


"Now, see here," she said, so the ac- 


counts Tim, "I want revenge on that 
trifling Indian. He knew I did not want 
to marry him in the first place, and 
he has done this for revenge.

Chief Johnson bowed low, and then
